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REPORT  ON  CORNISH  CIVIL  DEFENSE,   1956 


Four  Civil  Defense  meetings  were  held  at  the  Town  Hall 
during  1956. 

These  meetings,  in  the  form  of  "family"  suppers,  featured 
discussions  and  reports  and  were  attended  by  the  Director  of 
Civil  Defense  of  the  State,  Admiral  Brinkman,  and  Major 
Myles  King,  Chief  of  the  Ground  Observers  Corps  for  the  U.  S. 
Army  Airforce. 

Cornish  Civil  Defense  presented  an  exhibit  at  the  Cornish 
Fair  designed  by  the  Director,  Mrs.  Harriet  Runnals  featuring, 
as  it's  theme,  such  possible  war  dangers  as  "Suez",  perhaps 
the  only  Civil  Defense  exhibit  projecting  coming  events. 

The  many  new  dangers  caused  by  newly  hostile  forces  in 
the  World  necessitates  new  weapons  and  new  types  of  meas- 
ures combating  them.  Civil  Defense  on  orders  of  the  National 
Director  is  on  a  stand-by  basis  with  periodical  tests. 

Cornish  Ground  Observer  Post  received  additional  honors 
from  General  Patridge  head  of  Continental  Air  Defense,  Colo- 
rado, in  November,  1956.   The  Post  was  manned  ninety  percent. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Runnals,  Cornish  Director  of  Civil  Defense, 
conducted  a  Home  Nursing  Class  at  the  Cornish  School,  a  high- 
ly important  joint  project  of  the  National  Civil  Defense  Admin- 
istration and  the  American  Red  Cross.  Ten  ladies  graduated 
in  Cornish  receiving  their  certificates.  Two  classes  were  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  Runnals  in  Claremont  with  18  pupils  attending 
each  class  (36  graduates).  Grave  flood  and  other  disasters 
occurring  constantly,  as  well  as  the  ever  menacing  possibility  of 
Biological  Warfare  by  an  enemy,  underscore  the  importance  of 
these  classes  in  communities  like  ours,  where  nurses  are  not 
readily  available. 

Cornish  Civil  Defense  spent  no  funds  and  the  $100  voted 
last  year  has  been  returned  to  the  Selectmen,  and  will  be  car- 
ried forward  for  use  next  year.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


Upon  examnining  the  problem  of  having  the  town's  ceme- 
teries eventually  become  self-supporting,  it  seems  wise  to  first 
consider  how  the  present  resources  could  be  used  to  their  best 
advantage.    There  are  at  least  two  possibilities. 

(1)  To  see  if  trust  funds  could  be  re-allocated  so  they 
would  cover  permanent  care  of  cemetries  rather  than 
individual  lots.  This  would  solve  the  present  situation 
where  in  some  funds  the  interest  has  been  more  than 
sufficient  to  provide  proper  upkeep  of  the  lot,  and  the 
interest  merely  accumulates. 

It  would,  of  course,  be  necessary  to  follow  this  through  on 
all  future  trust  funds. 

(2)  To  see  if  the  trust  funds  could  be  re-invested,  pre- 
ferably as  a  whole,  so  as  to  collect  the  highest  rate 
available  from  acceptable  places  of  investment.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  revenue  from  this  source  could  be 
nearly  doubled. 

This,  as  well  as  the  first  suggestion,  would  entail  consider- 
able work  to  contact  donors,  or  descendants  of  donors,  as  far 
as  possible  and  in  cases  of  no  heirs,  to  take  the  proper  legal 
proceedings. 

In  addition,  the  committee  considered  the  advisability  of 
contacting  descendents,  wherever  possible,  to  suggest  a  $100 
trust  fund  for  permanent  care  of  cemeteries.  This  is  presented 
because  a  few  people  have  indicated  their  intention  of  doing  so, 
and  others  might,  if  the  matter  were  brought  to  their  attention.- 

The  committee  feels  at  the  present  time  that  there  would 
be  no  advantage  in  forming  a  cemetery  association,  but  recom- 
mend that  a  committee  of  five  continue  for  another  year,  and 
that  they  be  given  the  authority  to  contact  donors,  or  descend- 
ants of  donors,  or  to  go  ahead  with  necessary  legal  steps  to 
carry  out  the  suggestions  as  outlined  above.

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Superintendent's     Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Cornish,  I  herewith  submit 
my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Miss  Grace  Cole,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  in 
June,  was  elected  to  replace  Mrs.  Monroe  as  first  grade  teacher. 
Mrs.  Monroe  resigned  to  enable  her  to  spend  time  with  her 
family. 

Mrs.  Marjerie  Kidder  and  Mrs.  Lillian  Symons  continue  as 
teachers  of  grades  two  and  three. 

Miss  Arlene  Abbott,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College, 
was  employed  to  teach  grade  four.  Mrs.  Merle  Eggert  resigned 
to  accept  a  position  in  Somersworth. 

Miss  Doris  Williams  is  teaching  grade  five  again  this  year. 

Mr.  Douglas  Leslie,  who  has  been  in  industry  but  attended 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  in  order  to  qualify  for  teach- 
ing, was  elected  to  teach  grade  six.  He  replaced  Mr.  Merle 
Eggert  who  resigned  to  return  to  the  university  for  graduate 
work  in  education. 

Mrs.  Eva  Bernard  resumed  her  work  as  teacher  of  grade 
seven. 

Mr.  Harold  Angers,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  Col- 
lege, with  both  teaching  and  business  experience,  was  selected 
to  act  as  principal  and  to  teach  grade  eight.  He  replaced  Mr. 
Laurence  Lennon  who  accepted  a  position  in  Groveton,  New 
Hampshire,  as  principal  of  a  ten-teacher  school  at  a  considerable 
increase  in  salary. 

The  fifty  per  cent  change  in  faculty,  with  three  of  the  new 
teachers  as  beginners  and  a  new  principal,  might  well  have 
been  reason  for  considerable  difficulty  in  adjustment.  The 
opposite  has  been  true,  however,  thanks  to  the  excellent  co- 
operation of  those  teachers  who  returned  and  the  conscientious 
effort  of  the  new  teachers  to  do  their  share  and  to  prepare  their 
work  well. 

It  is  probable  that  additional  changes  will  take  place  in 
September  and,  for  this  reason,  it  is  essential  that  the  budget 
include  sufficient  funds  to  attract  and  retain  teachers.  Neighbor- 
ing towns  have  already  indicated  that  they  will  offer  substan- 
tial increases  to  the  teaching  staffs. 
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Mr.  MacMillan  replaced  Mr.  Wood  as  janitor.  He  has  done 
an  excellent  job  in  keeping  the  school  clean  and  warm.  He 
did  much  of  the  repair  work  during  the  summer  as  well  as 
building  additional  bookshelves  and  counters. 

Mrs.  Wood  and  Mrs.  Weld  have  prepared  the  hot  lunches 
and  maintained  the  records.  Additional  surplus  foods  from  the 
federal  government  have  materially  aided  in  the  operation  of 
the  program  without  an  increase  in  cost  to  pupils. 

The  census  and  present  enrollment  indicate  a  slight  increase 
for  next  year.  This  increase,  along  with  increases  in  cost  of 
supplies  and  books,  and  a  considerable  rise  in  tuition  charges 
partially  due  to  the  number  attending  high  school,  all  contri- 
bute to  a  rise  in  the  total  budget  figure. 

The  use  of  the  school  building  in  the  evening  by  adult 
groups  has  increased  steadily  since  the  opening  of  the  new 
school.  It  may  be  wise  to  consider  a  nominal  fee  to  offset  the 
additional  cost  of  electricity,  heat  and  janitor  service. 

The  transportation  of  pupils  by  Mr.  Hood  and  Mr.  Mac- 
Millan has  been  satisfactory  and,  with  improved  roads,  it  should 
mean  a  safer  and  more  efficient  system. 

The  school  nurse,  Miss  Florence  Maclver,  has  had  an  ex- 
ceptionally busy  year  with  the  polio  and  other  clinics  in  addi- 
tion to  the  routine  testing  program.  The  supervisory  union  has 
purchased  an  orthorater.  This  has  enabled  a  quicker  and  more 
accurate  identification  of  eye  defects. 

The  teachers,  nurse  and  I  appreciate  the  cooperation  and 
support  of  the  school  board  and  citizens  in  helping  us  to  edu- 
cate and  maintain  the  health  of  your  boys  and  girls.

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SCHOOL    NURSE'S    REPORT 


This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  in  our  school 
health  program.  The  Salk  vaccine  clinics  continued  during  the 
summer  and  on  into  the  fall  and  winter.  Salk  vaccine  has  been 
made  availble  to  all  of  our  school  as  well  as  pre-school  chil- 
dren through  the  many  clinics  which  were  held.  Nearly  all  of 
the  children  have  had  two  innoculations  of  the  vaccine  and  will 
receive  their  third  in  the  very  near  future.  Response  to  the  Salk 
vaccine  program  has  been  excellent. 

The  yearly  inspections  of  the  school  children  have  been 
carried  out.   These  inspections  include  the  following: 

1.  Examinations  for  the  detection  of  scalp  ring  worm. 

2.  Vision  tests. 

3.  Height,  weight  and  general  observation. 

4.  Hearing  tests. 

Notices  of  defects  observed  were  sent  to  parents  for  their 
consideration.  Follow-up  home  visits  were  made  by  the  school 
nurse.  Response  from  the  parents  was  very  good.  Assistance  in 
the  correction  of  defects,  in  some  instances,  was  provided  by 
local  service  organizations  as  well  as  by  state  agencies. 

Among  the  local  organizations  providing  financial  assist- 
ance are  the  P.T.A.  groups  the  Lions  clubs  and  the  Rotary 
Clubs. 

The  state  agencies  offering  financial  assistance  include  the 
Crippled  Children's  Services,  the  Sight  Conservation  Program, 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinics  and  the  State  Public  Welfare. 

The  assistance  of  these  various  agencies  and  organizations 
makes  possible,  in  many  cases,  the  future  health  and  happiness 
of  our  children.   Their  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  and  privilege  to  have  spent  an- 
other year  in  the  school  health  program.  I  would  like  to  say 
"Thank  You"  for  your  great  interest  and  cooperation  in  the 
work.

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Dangers  from  Fires  in  Woodlands 


Woodland  litter,  when  dry,  is  highly  inflammable  and  fires 
can  quickly  get  of  control.  We  request  your  cooperation  to  con- 
trol all  fires  so  that  lives  and  property  may  not  be  endangered 
or  destroyed,  and  forests  be  kept  green  to  furnish  the  natural 
beauty  we  all  enjoy  and  to  grow  timber  we  will  need. 


Violators   Are   Subject   To   These   Penalties 

Anyone  letting  a  fire  escape  from  control,  whether  or  not  he  has  a 
permit  to  kindle  the  fire,  is  liable  for  the  costs  of  extinguishing  the  fire. 

Anyone  found  guilty  of  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near 
woodland  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $25. 

A  person  failing  to  report  an  uncontrolled  brush  or  forest  fire  is  liable 
to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10. 

For  kindling  a  fire  in  woodland  of  another  without  permission  of  the 
owner,  or  for  kindling  any  fire  without  a  permit  when  a  permit  is  required, 
a  person  may  be  fined  not  more  than  $200,  or  imprisoned  60  days. 


damages 


Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land,  that  shall  run  upon  the 
land  of  another,  shall  pay  to  the  owner  all  damages  done  by  such  fire. 


Be   Sure  —  Get   A   Permit 

Incinerators  must  be  tight,  with  a  close  mesh  screen,  and  be  on  clean 
ground  away  from  iflammable  material.  A  steel  barrel  with  screen  top 
is  most  commonly  used. 

Open  fireplaces  used  to  burn  rubbish  are  classed  as  incinerators. 

Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent  its  spread. 

Never  burn  in  dry,  windy  weather. 

Have  incinerators  inspected  by  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  get  his 
written  permit.
